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THE PUBLIC BUILDINGS QUESTION.

To the Editor of 1I'hé Evening Telegraph.

We have seldom read a greater amount of
slmple twaddle than Is contalned in the prolest
addressed to the Commissioners of Publie Bulld-
Ings against the erection of bulldings at the in-
tersection of Broad and Market streets. Many
of the signers of this paper are among our most
respeciable citizens; but, if they read this re-
markable document before aflixing thelr signa-
tures, and colnclded In all ite fearful atatoments,

thelr repuistion for common sense will
be greatly fmpaired. The Idea that the
erection of handsome buildinga at

the Intersection will have the effect of " driving
travel from both Broad and Market atroets for
& ‘“‘generation,” and of ‘retarding, perhaps
forever” (though we oan soarcely sce
how anything can be relarded forever)
‘“he development of that splendid avenue"
(Broad street) is positively ludicrous, The pub-
lic buildiogs, In their new location, with thelr
widened avenues around them, instead of “‘ob-
structing” wounld invife travel, and would do
more for the improvemont of Broad street than
anything yet attempted.

But, if our memory serves us, some of the
signera of this Namiog protest are the very per-
sons who applied to the Supreme Court for an
injunction to prevent the erectlon of bulldings
on Penn Square at all, on the remarkable
ground tbat it was unconstitutional so to do,
although it was notorlonsly a matter of history
that Willlam Penn himself intended Penn
Square for just such a purpora.

They harsseed the Bullding Commission with
legnl proceedings lotended to overturn allo-
gother the designe of the Commissioners, and
now, when defeated by the declsion of the Su-
prewe Uourt, have the efirontery to wrile a
letter of advice to the snme Commissioners to
“imprees upon them the necessity of reconsid-
ering 1heir action!™ Aud, in the face of the
facl tuat the “‘argnment” of the Washington
Bquare sndvocates was circcted mainly against
the lutersectlon, and that huge posters weare
everywhere displayed ehowing Broad and Mar-
ket streets as hopelessly blocked up, this letter
of advice coolly tells the Commissioners that if
it had been known that the bulldings would be
erected at the intersection the vote of the peo-
ple would have been different, and that the
resnlt would have probibly bean “‘in favor of
Washington Bquare.” Here oar colored brother
begins to peep from under the wood pile, and
we gee that this letter Is but another device of
the dissppointed but untiring partisans of the
rival leocality, and that ouor venerable but
deluded townsmen's elgnatures are used for this
ulterior purpose.

The Commissioners, however, will scarcely be
frightened ¥y this protest. Eminently reapecin-
ble eltizens of our Little Pedlington have a way
of protesting against public iimprovements. We
have not forgotien that names of highest weight
and influence were attached to a protest against
the Introduction of gas into Philadelphin; while,
comparatively lately, the same misguided fosies
protested againgt passenger railroads on oar
principal sireels, and predicted the certain rain
of Chesunt street if o track shounld be laid
therein. We are happy to kunow that many of
these gentlemen have lived to see and ackunow-
ledge their mistake, These signers will proba-
bly live to see and acknowledge theirs. When
the buildings are erected, according to the plans
determined on, people will wonder how they
could ever have made such an absurd oppo-
¢itlon. E. W. C.

From Our Qion Correspundent,
CALLAO, Jan, 22, 1871,
